Described in Cited Literature 7 and 8 is the well-known technical concept of a having mobile 
stations as the extension terminals of a closed switching system, and of offering the services 
offered to fixed terminals to the mobile stations as well. 

Described in Cited Literature 9 is the well-known technical concept of having multiple telephone 
numbers given to a mobile station. 

Moreover, a person skilled in the art could suitably design a means to give extension numbers. 
Regarding Claim 3 

Providing a terminal a forwarding function is nothing more than an ordinary technique. 
Regarding Claims 7 to 8 

That a line key button should be provided for setting up multiple circuits on a mobile station is 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Regarding Claims 9 to 14 

A person skilled in the art could suitably design the various subunits of the configuration.
